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INTRODUCTION 



The following pages cover the activities of this department 
for the past two years, during the period from December 1st, 
1914, to December 1st, 1916. From December 1st, 1914, to 
July ls't, 1915, the department was under the supervision of the 
Hon. Patrick H. Connolley. 

The material contained in this report follows the lines of 
previous reports. At the present time the office is gathering 
data as to wages, hours of employment and kindred subjects 
relating to the manufacturing interests of Connecticut, which 
will be published in a separate booklet when compiled. 

The past two years have been years of unrest in * labor 
circles, and the number of strikes reported largely exceeds 
those in any similar period. 

The various matters taken up in the report will be treated 
more in detail in the pages devoted to the individual subjects. 

Information and statistics relative to the employment, 
wages and working conditions of women in various industries 
in the State is given in a separate bulletin compiled by the 
Special Investigator of the Department. 
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Chapter I 



NEW FACTORY CONSTRUCTION DURING/THE TWO 
YEARS ENDED NOVEMBER 30th, 1916. 

During the past two years the demands for munitions required 
the building of new factories and additions to those already in 
operation in the munition manufacturing business. This applies 
more particularly to Bridgeport and New Haven. In other lines 
the growth of new factory construction has been about normal. 
In all 627 buildings were constructed for manufacturing purposes 
by 294 manufacturers, and the total amount expended for factory 
construction was $18,277,825. These statistics show an increase 
in the number of new factories built over the preceding two years, 
and an increase of $12,000,0(30 over the amount expended during 
the former biennial period. 

The following list comprises the location, name of owner, style 
of building, number of stories, dimensions and approximate cost of 
each factory built during this period. 

Although there is a statute which requires this information to 
be furnished by the building inspectors of the various towns and 
cities, it is exceedingly difficult, with but few exceptions, to get 
these reports direct from the building inspectors, and the result is 
that they must be collected directly by an agent of the department.

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Chapter III 



OCCUPATIONAL DISEASES. 

It is required by statute that every physician treating a case 
of occupational diesase shall report to this department such in- 
formation as is required concerning the disease in question. A 
fee is paid for each such report furnished. Whether it be from 
carelessness on the part of the attending physician or the 
scarcity of occupational diseases within the state, very few 
reports of that kind are macje to the department. During the 
past two years but 139 cases have been reported, and these 
were largely confined to two localities, and of this number 110 
cases were reported by one physician. In almost every 
instance the disease was a minor one, affecting the skin only. 

A number of cases have been reported in the newspapers 
from time to time as being cases of occupational disease. 
When a special investigation of those cases has beeiv made 
by an agent of the department, it has in each instance been found 
that the cause of illness or death, as the case may be, has been 
certified by the attending physician to be one other than an 
occupational disease. It is practically impossible for the 
department to ascertain cases of occupational disease unless 
they are reported by the doctor or by the person himself who 
suffers from the disease. It seems highly improbable that 
there are so few cases of occupational disease in this state as 
compared with the number of cases arising in other states. 
The necessary blanks have been furnished the physicians of the 
state, but the returns do not come in if they exist. The follow- 
ing cases have been reported since the last report up to 
December 1st, 1916. 
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Chapter IV 



LABOR CONDITIONS DURING THE PAST TWO YEARS. 

The great European war has had a large influence upon the 
labor situation in the state during the past two years. Just 
prior to the breaking out of the war the supply far exceeded 
the demand, and wages were practically upon the same level 
that they had been for the preceding several years. The war 
brought large orders to the Connecticut manufacturers, not 
only in the munition lines, but in other branches of manufac- 
turing as well. Factories were built with great rapidity and 
the workmen who went into the new factories were drawn 
from other lines by reason of the higher wages paid in the 
munition plants. 

The great demand for men and women in the munition 
plants, and especially in the city of Bridgeport, led the wage- 
earners to ask for more pay and for shorter hours. This re- 
sulted in a large number of strikes in that city, almost all of 
which were successful. The same feeling spread throughout 
the rest of the state and in many cases hours were shortened 
and wages were raised, sometimes voluntarily, by the owner of 
the plant, and in other cases by means of strikes. 

Manufacturers not engaged in the munition or allied lines, 
in order to hold their employees, were obliged to meet the 
competition of the munition factories. The result has been 
that there has been a general shortening of hours and a gen- 
eral increase in pay in practically all lines of labor in the state 
during the past two years, and advances in wages are still 
being made. In some cases the increase in wages has been 
made in the form of a bonus, in most cases paid quarterly. 

The lure of higher wages in shops drew away many men 
formerly employed in out-door work. Contractors who em- 
ployed large forces of men in outside construction were unable 
in many instances to get as many men as were needed on any 
terms, and were obliged to pay those whom they did get a 
wage that compared favorably with that paid in the manufac- 
turing plants. In many cases employers of this kind of labor 
could only hold their men from day to day, and changes were 
constantly taking place. 

The tobacco fields require during the summer season a large 

(29) 
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number of extra men. In other years there has been but little 
difficulty in securing help of this kind for the season. The pay 
has usually been fair and the hours not long. Notwithstanding 
the very much increased pay and the lightening of labor it was 
almost impossible to secure such help during the past year. 

Substitutes were sought for this line of work. As an experi- 
ment a number of negroes were imported from the south to 
work in the tobacco fields, peach orchards, by the State and 
by the railroads in construction work. In this line of work 
they have not been a satisfactory substitute for the men 
usually employed. They were generally brought here under a 
contract whereby their fare was paid in advance, and if they 
fulfilled the terms of their contract they were allowed to retain 
the advance fare and also given return fare. This experiment 
has been of doubtful value. The negroes do not take kindly to 
labor conditions in the north. They complained that the work 
was too hard and apparenly chafed under the supervision 
which they received from their employers. Several instances 
came to the attention of the Department where they refused 
to live up to the terms of their contract and used almost any 
excuse to get away. They did not accomplish as much in the 
same time as had been done by the men usually doing this work. 
About 900 in all were imported, and practically all of this 
number returned to the south after the harvesting was over. 
They were well behaved and but one instance has come 
to the attention of this Bureau where any lawlessness 
was due to the negroes from the south. Owing to scarcity of 
white labor in railroad work, they entered this field to a 
limited extent last fall, but did not stay long, with a few excep- 
tions. On the whole they were even more unsatisfactory than 
in the tobacco fields. It is doubtful whether such labor will 
again be brought into this state. 

In a number of hotels and restaurants it became exceedingly 
difficult to secure proper waiters. In some instances Japanese 
were employed as waiters in establishments which usually em- 
ployed white or negro help. As a rule these were competent 
and made good wherever employed. 
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Chapter V 



STRIKES AND LOCKOUTS. 

During the past two years 422 strikes and lockouts have 
occurred. During the same period in the preceding two years 
but 45 strikes and lockouts took place. The increase has been 
enormous. The European war has been blamed for almost 
everything, and was no exception in the matter of strikes. The 
price of commodities has been steadily rising, wages had been 
at practically a standstill— r war orders came, plants were oper- 
ated to full capacity and production was the great thing 
desired. It was not long before the rumors were circulated as 
to the enormous profits made upon these contracts. The time 
was ripe for an increase in wages, and the men employed in 
manufacturing thought the time seemed suitable to demand a 
decrease in working hours as well as an increase in pay. 
Requests for these on behalf of the men at first found a refusal 
and the result was a strike. Most of the early strikes origi- 
nated in Bridgeport, which was most affected by the war. In 
many cases the strikes were of short duration and the 
demands of the employees were granted in whole or in 
part. The spirit of unrest developed in other parts of the 
state, and the result was a great number of strikes during the 
past biennial period. 

There were involved in strikes upwards of 68,000 employees, 
as many as were involved during the past eleven years when 
this Department has collected statistics along this line. The 
number of working days lost by these employees was approxi- 
mately 650,000, with an approximate loss in wages of 
$1,500,000. In addition to this loss of wages there has been a 
corresponding loss to the employers from lack of production, 
and a further economic loss on the part of municipalities 
where the strikes took place in increased expenditures for the 
preservation of order.

In only one case of any importance did the question of the 
rights of labor and of the employer in connection with a strike 
come before the courts. That was in a strike in the City of 
Meriden, where there was a conflict between the strikers or 
strike sympathizers and those who were guarding the plant 
where the strike occurred. In this clash several people were 
injured. The employers took the matter to the Superior Court, 
asking for an injunction against certain individuals named 
against picketing the factory and interfering with those who 
were actually at work. After a bitter contest the case was 
finally settled in favor of the owners of the plant, and an in- 
junction was granted prohibiting picketing or interfering with 
those who were then employed. 

In several of the strikes violence occurred, but the instances 
were not many compared with the number of disputes. Appar- 
ently the use of violence was not with the knowledge or con- 
nivance of the employees in general but was the result of hot- 
headedness on the part of some individual employee. At the 

£ resent time the state is almost free from labor troubles of any 
ind. 

Very little, if anything, was done officially in the matter of 
endeavoring to settle any of the strikes reported. No case has 
come teethe notice of this department where any action was 
taken by the State Board of Arbitration and Mediation. In 
at least one instance an attempt was made by the Federal 
concilators to offer their services, but the effort was unsuc- 
cessful. So far as our present law as to mediation and arbitra- 
tion is concerned, it is apparently a "dead letter", and unless 
some definite authority to act in cases of strikes is given to it, 
there would seem to be no reason for its continuance.

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Chapter VI 



FREE EMPLOYMENT BUREAUS. 

The Free Employment Bureaus have been in operation for 
fifteen years. The number of situations found by them for the 
unemployed has gradually increased from year to year, the last 
two years, however, have been exceptionable. The increased 
number of positions filled has kept pace with labor conditions 
in other fields. During the years 1915-1916 37,404 positions 
were filled, 1 as compared with 16,009 for 1913-1914. The scar- 
city of labor has, of course, contributed to this, result, but the 
result has also been helped by the efficiency of the superin- 
tendents of the different agencies, this being particularly true 
of the Norwich office. Prior to 1915 the Norwich agency had 
done but little business. In the past year more places have 
been filled there than were filled in the four preceding years, 
showing a remarkable increase in efficiency. The increased 
number of places filled has been accomplished at practically the 
same cost to the state. In 1915 the average cost to the state 
for each position filled was 77c, in 1916 it was reduced to 35c. 

Under present conditions the superintendents of the free 
employment agencies are kept busy during the entire time that 
the offices are open, the hours being from 8 A. M. to 12 M., and 
from 1 P. M. to 4 P. M. Each applicant is required to furnish 
his name, residence,, whether married ox single, nationality, 
length of residence in the city, kind of employment wanted, 
references, and other information of a similar character. Ap- 
plicants for help must also give information as to the nature 
of work to be done, wages, hours, and similar data. When the 
person seeking employment is sent out from the office, a 
return card has to be filled out showing that the person 
actually secures the position, or if the card is not returned, the 
superintendent must verify the securing of employment either 
in person or by telephone. When it is considered that this op- 
eration must be gone through for seventy or eighty persons 
daily, it can easily be seen that the superintendents have no 
leisure time during the working day, and as a matter of fact 
they are often required to work after hours. 

The work of the superintendents of the agencies has been 

(55) 
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largely increased, wages and salaries have been increased m 
almost all private employments, and under the circumstances it 
would be equitable if the salaries of the superintendents were 
increased. In two of the offices at the present # time the 
superintendents employ assistants, who must be paid out of 
the salaries of the superintendents, and this at least should be 
repaid in the form of higher compensation. 

The following tables show the work accomplished in th« 
employment agencies for the years 1915-1916, and also the rate 
of wages secured in the various employments during the past 
two months when this record was kept.

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Chapter VII 

PRIVATE EMPLOYMENT OFFICES. 

There are at present 49 private employment agencies hi the 
state. These agencies have been inspected from time to time 
by the special agent of the department, and are the cause of 
more or less trouble. A person will take out a license for a 
year, pay the fee, and at the end of that period will not renew 
the license. If some clients have been picked up during the 
year, the person who conducts the agency is very apt to con- 
tinue to furnish help after the expiration of his license without 
troubling to secure a new license. A number of complaints of 
this kind have been investigated by the department during the 
past two years. Even when violations are discovered it is 
difficult to get the local prosecutor to bring the offender before 
the court. But one license was revoked during two years, and 
that was because of the agency moving to an unsuitable place. 

There has been but very little complaint on the part of per- 
sons using the licensed employment agencies as to the kind of 
treatment accorded them. The statute passed at thg last 
session of the General Assembly has eliminated most of the 
trouble relative to the return of the client's money when a 
position was not secured. At the present time most of the 
complaints that come to the department are made by proprie- 
tors of licensed agencies that other persons who have not 
taken out a license are conducting a private employment 
bureau.

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Chapter VIII 



WAGES. 



Section 4694 of the General Statutes, Revision of 1902 reads 
as follows : 

"Any person or corporation that shall withhold any 
part of the wages of any person, because of any agree- 
ment, expressed or implied, requiring notice before 
leaving the employment, shall forfeit fifty dollars, half 
to him who shall sue therefor, and half to the state." 

This statute has been before the Supreme Court once, but 
the point involved in that particular case did not require an 
adjudication as to the exact meaning of the statute. It would 
seem from a reading of the statute that the purpose and mean- 
ing of it was to forbid an employer from refusing to pay wages 
to an employee who voluntarily leaves his employment, on the' 
ground that he is not entitled to payment until the regular pay 
day. During the past summer employee after employee has 
come to this office and made complaint that he has voluntarily 
left his employment but that payment of the amount due him 
was refused until the regular pay day, which in some cases was 
almost two weeks distant. In one particular case called to the 
attention of the department the young man in question had 
secured employment in a city outside of the state, he did not 
have sufficient money to take care of his car fare and his 
necessary, expenses at his new place of employment unless he 
could be paid the amount due him. To wait a week or ten days 
for the small amount due would be a hardship, and would mean 
he would lose his chance of advancement. The treasurer of the 
concern by whom the man was employed was at first obdurate 
about paying the wages to him, but finally, upon the advice of 
his lawyer, it was paid. 

On some days there are from ten to fifteen such cases 
brought to the attention of this department. In every case the 
wages are admitted to be due and the only reason for non- 
payment was that payment was being withheld until the 
regular pay day, and the policy of the department has been to 
call the attention of the employer to the section above quoted 
and to express it as the opinion of the department that the 
statute in question covers that particular point. In practically 
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WAGES 83 

every case when the statute was called to the attention of tlje 
employer the man was paid his wages. The invariable excuse 
for not paying the wages of the employee voluntarily leaving 
his employment was that it necessitated having cash on hand 
and the dropping of other matters to ascertain the amount due 
the employee and that this was too much trouble for them to 
go through every day. While there is some merit in this argu- 
ment there can seem to be no great difference between paying 
one who voluntarily leaves his employment and one who is 
discharged. If the statute in question is not intended to cover 
this particular point then some law should be enacted which 
will cover it. 
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Chapter IX 



DIRECTORY OF LABOR ORGANIZATIONS IN CON-

Connecticut contains a large number of organized labor 
associations, a summary of which with location and secretary^ 
is herewith furnished in as full a degree as the information at 
the service of the Bureau permits. It should be stated that 
this record is necessarily incomplete as many of the organiza- 
tions have not sent in their reports, although blanks for that 
purpose were sent to them. The failure to send this informa- 
tion is due to the fact that many of the officers who had the 
details in charge were unable themselves to get accurate data 
and, therefore, would not send in an incomplete or incorrect 
list. As published, this directory is absolutely correct, care 
having been taken to have all organizations verify the records, 
and the names of societies not at present in existence have 
been eliminated. 

It can be noted that while it does not contain as many locals 
as were stated in previous publications, there has been an 
increase throughout the state and many new organizations 
have sprung into active existence since the preceding report. 
Many cities and towns also show an increase. Broadly stated, 
the statistics that have been furnished the office would indicate 
a healthy growth in labor organizations.
